This refers to your D2X message of April 28, 1988 with 
respect to the proposed surrender for lease for a cottage 
development. 


A review of this matter by the Land Entitlement Division and 
Legal Services confirms that the Wahgoskig (AJbitibi-Ontario) 
Band No. 233 and the Abitibiwinni Band No. 55 hold a joint 
and undivided interest in Abitibi X,R, 70. A copy of 
Hr. Webb's legal opinion of September 24, 1987 is attached. 
As such, both bands will have to participate in any 
surrender for lease and both bands are entitled to share in 
any revenues on a per capita basis. 


I will address your specific questions in orden 


Yes. A resolution from Abitibiwinni Band Council 
requesting a surrender vote will be required. Because 
each band holds an undivided interest in the reserve, 
there are, in affect, two surrender votes to be taken, 
one for each band. Wa would expect to process one 
order*-in-council to accept both surrenders, since the 
reserve land involved ii administered from Ontario 
Region I believe that your region, presumably at Sudbury 
District, should arrange both-vote®, you should liaise 
beforehand with Quebec Region and seek their advice and 
cooperation as necessary. Your contact in Quebec it 
Mr. Jacques Rivet, Manager of Lands, at 418-643-4760.

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h) Yes. Zt is necossary to post notices on the Pikogan 
reserve, bond council offices and such other locations 
the supervising officer deems necessary to ensure notice 
is given to Abitibiwinni band members of the surrender 
vote requested by their council. The same requirement 
for notice would of course apply to the Wahgoshig Band. 

c) Those electors of the Abitibiwinni Band eligible to vote 
at Abitibiwinni band elections, registered on the band 
list and 18 years old or over, are eligible to vote at 
the Abitibiwinni surrender vote. Statutory Requirements 
advise that Abitibiwinni Band have always voted by band 
custom. The requirements therefore under Section 77 for 
electors to be ordinarily resident on reserve (either 
the Abitibi I.R. No. 70 or the Pikogan reserve) will not 
apply, unless their band custom requires residency. I 
understand Wahgoshig Band also votes by custom and 
therefore the residency requirements similarly would not 
apply, unless their custom requires residency. 

d) Yes. Abitibiwinni Band is entitled to share in any 
revenues on a per capita basis. The Wahgoskig B.C.R. 

194 of March 28, 1988 is not capable of implementation, 
in providing for all monies received from the leasing to 
be credited to Wahgoshig band funds. A new B.C.R. will 
be required. 

As you know, Ms Elaine Clark of the office of 
Mr. John MacOougall, M.P. has been inquiring of our office 
as to the status of this proposed surrender. Rick Simison, 
Lands Advisory Services, after discussing the matter with 
Ms Clark, telephoned Mr. Vern Robinson (705-567-4891) who 
works with the band administration and represents the band 
with respect to the development. It was clear from this 
discussion that the Wahgoshig Council does not now agree 
with the Abitibiwinni Band sharing an interest in Abitibi 
I.R. 70. Mr. Robinson questions the right of Abitibiwinni 
band members to vote with respect to the surrender if they 
are not ordinarily resident on Abitibi I.R. No. 70. I 
believe this is addressed by my comments under c) above. 


. . ./3 
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Mr. Robinson also advised that tha proposed head lessee for 
this 62 lot development is a Wahgoshig development 
corporation. This would appear not to be a band 
corporation. You will want to request copies of the 
articles of incorporation and any declarations of trust held 
by shareholders on behalf of the Wahgoshig band. Wahgoshig 
Corporation intends to pay $2.00 head lease rental, with 
that amount only divided per capita with Abitibiwlnni. 
Sublease rentals would presumably be paid at market value to 
the corporation. 

Such an arrangement denying the revenues and benefits from 
the leases to the bands entitled to them would be contrary 
to the Minister's fiduciary obligations. We are accordingly 
not prepared to recommend that the Deputy Minister order a 
surrender vote until the interest of both bands in the 
reserve, their per capita entitlement to lease revenues and 
the basic features of the development proposal are clearly 
spelled out in the B.c.R.'s of both bands, in the notices 
posted and In Information meetings held before the surrender 
with each band. 1 suggest that surrender dates for each 
band be not set by B.C.R. until these outstanding questions 
have been resolved between the two bands and the department 
at the regional and district office. Please forward to me 
any draft B.c.R.'s and surrender notices with your 
recommendations prior to any finalization of surrender 
dates.

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l the beginning of thin century, because of pressm*c from resource 
f^velopers, the federal Government decided to-obtain a surrender of 
"Indian Title” to the areas now known as northern Ontario and-northern 
Quebec. In-1903, however, the "Department of Indian Affairs dropped 
the idea of including "Quebec” Indian people in this proposed "Jane 3 
Bay Treaty" because: 

Indian title in the Province of Quebec has never been recognized 
or surrendered as in the Province of Ontario, and it is not 
proposed to change this policy.! 


Unfortunately for the Abitibi Indian people, their land 3 wore 
situated on both sides of the new boundary between Ontario and Quebec. 
When the Treaty Commissioners arrived at Abitibi Post in June of 1906 
to discuss Treaty ,f 9 , the "Quebec” people were-astonished to find that 
they were not to bo included. This is hov/ the Commissi oners explained 
their actions: 


Some difficulty was anticipated in negotiating the treaty at 
Abitibi owing to the,peculiar position of the Indians who trade 
at that post. The post is situated a few miles within the provin 
of Quebec, and the majority of the Indjans who trade there belon* 
O to that province. It was natural for the Indians to conclude ° 

that, as it was the Dominion governnent and not the nrov.incial 
, government that was negotiating the treaty, no distinction would 

be made between those hunting in Ontario and those hunting in 
• Quebec. The Commissioners had, however, to state that they had 

no authority to treat with the Quebec Indians, and that the con¬ 
ference in regard to the treaty could only be held with those 
whose hunting grounds are in the province of Ontario. The Quebec 
Indians were, however, given to understand that a conference woul 
be held with them later, and that noon signifying where they 
desired to have a reserve sot apart for them, the government wool 
undertake to secure, if possible, the land roouired by the?* at 
the place designated .2 


On June 3th, 1906, the new Abitibi (Ontario)-Band selected T.ouis 
i’ODOvrgali as. Chief. They chose a reserve on the south side of lake 
Abitibi which, bbsed on the Treaty formula of one square mile ner family 
of five, would cover 30 square miles. } This Reserve (y‘ 70 ) was later 
confirmed by Provincial Order in Council on Pob. 13 , 1907 . 4

not all the Abitibi people were in favour of the proposed agree¬ 
ment. One "Quebec” Indian warned that it might lead to problems in 
the future: 


Re feared that, although the Ontario Indians v/'^re now nrenarod 
to admit the Quebec Indians to a share in the reserve,"the tine 
night cone when they would repent of this action. The Ontario 
Indians protested strongly against this view being advanced, as 
they said they were all of one mind in desiring that t v >p-i>' 
brethren be admitted to all the benefits of the treatyTincluding 
a share in the reserve.0 // 

On June 22, 1908, a formed, vote was taken, and both grouns of 
Abitibi people accepted the terras of the agreement. Thi 3 agreement 
was formally confirmed by the Federal government on July 22, 1908.^ A 
copy of this document is attached to this T-’eno. 


The Agreement of 1908 may have solved a touchy problem for the 3 
Department, ofJndian--Affairs, but it has created new problems for the 
Abitibi people on both sides of the border. Although the adhesion of 
the ‘.’Quebec" people to treaty *9 tripled the size of the Abitibi Band, 
the Reserve was not made larger to compensate for this additional 
pbpulatibri--its ai-ea remained ‘JO square miles. Over the years, the 
Aoitibi (Ontario) people have had very little say j n the ranageneni 
the Reserve. At the moment,'they are outnumbered 4 to 1 by the 
Abitibi (Dominion) pople—this means that they only receive about r 
fifth of the timber revenue* 


of 
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On a Memorandum dated 9th July, 1908 9 from the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, stating that In 
connection with the Treaty (No.9) which was made In 1905 
with the Indiana of the portion of Ontario referred to 
therein, some difficulty was experienced by the Treaty Com¬ 
missioners at Lake Abitibi, which is Bituated partly in the 
Province of Ontario and partly in the Province of Quebec, 
which latter province had made no arrangements to meet trea^ 
ty requirements. 

The Minister further states that the Indians of 
that locality are all practically one band and were unaware 
that ^ha provincial boundaries could in any way affect- 
their status. It was therefore difficult for them to under¬ 
stand, when the Treaty was being negotiated, the apparent 
discrimination against those of them whose hunting grounds 
happened to be in the Province of Quebec, the latter Indi¬ 
ans naturally feeling that they were being unfairly dealt 
with In not being allowed to share in the benefits which, 
under the terms of the Treaty, were being accorded the Ont¬ 
ario members of the community. 

That in order to bring about a better feeling on 
the part of the Quebec Indians, it was desirable to take 
some special action, and the Commissioners, on their return 
to Ottawa, recommended for submission to the Abitibi Indianf 
the terras of settlement embodied in the accompanying agree¬ 
ment, in accordance with which agreement- it having been 
duly signed by the parties thereto-the Quebec Indians give 
their adherence to the said Treaty No. 9 and relinquish to 
the Crown all their right, title and privileges whatsoever 
In the territory described in the Treaty and in the Prov¬ 
ince of Quebeo or elsewhere in the Dominion, they being %

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admitted, in return for such relinquishment, into poss- 
ea 3 ion of a share of the reserve set apart for the Ontario 
Indians by the said Treaty, and to partioipation in the an¬ 
nuity payments mentioned in the agreement. 

The Minister recommends that the agreement, which 
is dated the 22nd day of June, 1908, and is submitted here¬ 
with in duplicate, be accepted by Your Excellency in Council, 
the original agreement to be returned to the Department of 
Indian Affairs and the duplicate thereof to be kept of re¬ 
cord in the Privy Council offlee.

Since these resolutions ante-date the present Indian Act, 
only male adults were eligible to vote. 

V/ith regard to the absentees of both groups, Indian Su¬ 
perintendent H. Lariviere states that those absent take no ^ 
interest whatever in the affairs of the Band. 
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Authentic lists of the Indians comprising each 
group are on record in the Band Membership Division 
of the Branch. 

The division is recommended by Indian Superintendent 
Ho Lariviere and I would be pleased to have the approval 
of the Minister for the establishment of two new Bands to 
be known as the Ontario Abitibl and Dominion Abitibi, res¬ 
pectively, in accordance with the provisions of Section 17, 
1 (a) of the Indian Act, Chapter 29, Statutes of Canada, 
1951*

Abitibi Ontario Band 

In reply to your letter of March 28, the following is the information 

requested: 

(a) We have met twice with the Abitibi Band, on the 11th of October, 

1972 and on the 14th February 1973. The first meeting was attended 
by the Chiefs and Councils from Abitibi Dominion and Abitibi Ontario. 
The District Supervisor from Val D»0r also attended. The purpose of 
this meeting was to decide on the transfer of administration from the 
Val D’0r District to the Sudbury District for members of the Abitibi 
Ontario Band. It was decided at this meeting that all administrative 
matters would be transferred to Sudbury with the exception of land 
matters. The entire band decided that the land should remain in 
joint ownership and that revenue produced from the land would be 
shared on a per capita basis. 

The second meeting was with the Chief, Council and members of the 
Ontario Band and was for the purpose of planning the future^ There 
were two decisions taken by the band members at that time. First 
they decided that at the conclusion of the concurrent school year 
all the children would be enrolled in schools in the Cochrane area 
rather then return to the residential school at Amos. Second the 
band members wished to settle somewhere in the Cochrane area in a 
properly organized community. With this in mind they requested 
the Department to negotiate with the Ministry of* Natural Resources 
for a suitable p'e^ce of land on which a reserve community could be 
established. 


2 
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(b) There are approximately 80 members in the Ontario Band. They 
have an elected Chief and 2 Councillors. The majority of the 
band members live in the area of Lowbush in the Cochrane area. 
Communication and- Transportation between Cochrane and Lowbush 
is very poor. 

(c) Anticipated expenditure for the current fiscal year will be 
principally in the area of education although no special 
provisions were made in our budget. It is expected that we 
will be able to meet the cost from current year funds. Some 
preliminary planning has been made with respect to the cost 
of establishing an Indian Community for this group of people. 

The band was informed at the time of the last meeting that it 
would not be possible to begin construction earlier than the 
1974 fiscal year. 

(d) The principle roll of the District and Regional program managers 
with this band will be in assisting them to become established 
in a new community and prepare them to carry on band business. 

(e) The band participated in the organization of the Grand Council 
of Chiefs of Treaty 9 at the North Bay meeting. They were 
represented by Jacob Ruperthouse-Diamond who is a resident of 
Moosonee at the present time. 

The band is not very well organized at the present time and it is 
difficult to communicate with them. The main contact is Mr. George 
Rhodes, North ern/lf fairs Officer in Cochrane, who has been very 
helpful in organizing the meetings. Our only method of communicating 
with band members is through Mr. Rhodes. ' 

There are approximately 13 children of school age who are in attendance 
in schools at Amos. The membership records of the band have been neglected 
and will require considerable work to bring them up to date.

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Tlie Indians residing in the Province of Quebec have not entered into 
land cession Treaties covering any specific portion of the province. 
Historically, land cession treaties invariably preceded settlement, e.g., 
in tne 1870 T s numbered treaties 1-7 were signed covering the "fertile belt" 
region of western Canada. In Ontario, extensions to the northern boundary 
paralleled those in Quebec; the Indian interest being extinguished through 
Treaty 9, immediately preceding or anticipating development. No similar 
action was taken in the territory of northern Quebec, although the Abitibi 
Dominion Band (though residing in Quebec) were party to Treaty D in Ontario. 


Tiie first reference found regarding this Band is in the House of Commons 

Debates of 19th May 1897 when Mr. Klock M.P. asked the Minister'of Interior: 

n l. Are the Indians who live in the Abitibi and Grand 
Lac districts in the province of Quebec, treaty 
Indians? 

2. Have their claims been extinguished? 

6. Does the Government propose to take any, and what 
means to relieve them?" 

The Minister of Interior ansv:cred 

"1. They arc not treaty Indians. 

2. There has never been any formal extinguishment of* ‘ i * 

territorial claims in the province of Quebec. 

6. The Department of Indian Affairs has been in com¬ 
munication with the provincial authorities with a 
view to obtaining some exceptional treatment for 
these Indians under the game laws. Up to the pre¬ 
sent, however, no concession has been made in the 
matter by the provincial authorities!..The Govern¬ 
ment does not propose taking any special measures 
for the relief of these Indians, but w T ill be pre¬ 
pared, in the event of the occasion arising, to 
extend some assistance to them out of the ordinary 
appropriation for the relief of Indians in the pro¬ 
vince of Quebec." * .

By 1901, the Department of Indian Affairs was involved in the preliminary 
stages of preparing a Treaty in the James Bay area. It appeared at that 
time that areas both Ontario and Quebec, would be covered by the proposed 
treaty. On the 24th June 1901, Reginald Rimmer, the Department’s Law 
Clerk, gave his opinion on the proposed-treaties. He stated that, in the 
event of a treaty, both provinces should be made parties thereto; this pro¬ 
posal was in accordance w’ith Art. 6 of The Dominion and Ontario Agreement

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of 1894 which mentioned that Ontario would be a party to any future 
land cession treaties. But he suggested that some definite determin¬ 
ation should be reached as to what should be the attitude of the 
Department upon questions still in dispute between the Dominion and 
the Ontario Government before entering into the proposed treaty. 2 



James A. Smart, Deputy Minister of Indian Affairs, gave his view on 

Rimmer's Paper on the 26th June 1901: 

"That both Ontario and Quebec must be parties to the 
Treaty at least that any payments in connection with 
the Treaty should be made by the Provinces. Until 
due arrangement has been made nothing is to be done.*' ^ 



On the 22 February 1902^ J.A.M. McKenna submitted another report to the 

l 

Minister of Interior (This report was subsequently approved by the Minister). 

McKenna called attention to the fact that the Indians in their petition 

(12 Dec. 1901) called themselves resident of "Ontario and Keewatin", whereas 

the map showed the district to be in Ontario and Quebec. He recommended that 

the matter be allowed to stand until the settlement of Half-breed claims 

would be completed, and even then the Treaty be confined to the district 

located in Ontario and Quebec and made in the form of an adhesion to thj; / 

Robinson Huron Treaty with any desirable alterations in terms. He als/> 

commended that the Provinces be not made parties to the Treaty, but yhat (t?' ("*) 

understanding be reached with Ontario similar to^the Robinson Huroiy^re^ty^ 

settlement.

I beg to say that, as the Department does not see any 
necessity for confirming th'e election held by the Abitibi 
ndians and as 1 1 not disposed at present to recognize 
cm officially « 3 a band, it is unable to comply with 
their request in this matter." 6 

In 1903, the Department of Indian Affairs changed its view on the 

treaty in the province of Quebec. This new approach was evident il 

signed memorandum addressed to Mr. Sifton: 

"So far. as the Indians of Quebec are concerned, it is 
suggested that no treaty should be made with them or 
that any Quebec Indians living temporarily in Ontario 
should be included in the Ontario treaty, but we should 
endeavour to obtain an understanding from the Province 
of Quebec that as claims are made by the outlying tribes 
not included in those provided for by 14-15 Vic., Cap. 

106, whereby 231,000 acres were set aside for the 
Indians, the Province should be willing to set apart 
at proper times suitable reserves. The Indian title in 
the Province of Quebec has never been recognized or sur¬ 
rendered as in the Province of Ontario, and, I presume 
that it is not proposed to change the policy in that 
regard. 

While it is considered that neither Ontario nor Quebec 
should be parties to the Treaty, yet an understanding 
or agreement will be necessary from each with reference 
to the matters above referred to..." ^ 
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The first signators to Treaty 9 in 1905 did not include the Abitibi Band. 

The Treaty Commissioners reported the reasons for the delay as follows:

"On the morning of August 29 we reached Lake Abitibi... 
until we can report, the successful making of the treaty, 
which we hope to accomplish next year ... owing to the 
fact of the Indiana belonging to the two provinces, 

Ontario and Quebec, it was necessary to draw a fine 
distinction, and where the explanations had to be most 
carefully made in order to avoid future misunderstand¬ 
ing and dissatisfaction". 8 *

The following year the Commissioners returned to obtain the adhesion of the 

Abitibi Band: 


On June 7, the looked-for Indians having arrived, a 

was lor the afternoon of that day. ’ Some 

difficulty was anticipated in negotiating the treaty 
at Abitibi owing to the peculiar position of the Indians 
who trade at that post. The post is situated a few 
miles within the province of Quebec, and the majority of 
the Indians who trade there belong to that province. It 
was natural for the Indians to conclude that, as it was 
the Dominion government and not the provincial govem- 
WaS negot siting the treaty, no distinction 
would be made between those hunting in Ontario and those 
hunting in Quebec. The commissioners had, however, to 
state that they had no authority to treat with the Quebec

Indians, and that the conference in regard to the treaty 
could only be held with those whose hunting grounds are 
in the province of Ontario. The Quebec Indians were, 
however, given to understand that a conference* would be 
held with them later, and that upon their signifying 
where they desired to have a reserve set apart for them, 
the government would undertake to secure, if possible, 
the land required by them at the place designated. 

The policy of the province of Ontario has differed very 
widely from that of Quebec in the matter of the lands 
occupied by the Indians. 

In Ontario, formerly Upper Canada, the rule laid down 
by the British government from the earliest occupancy 
of the country has been followed, which recognizes the 
title of the Indians to the lands occupied by them as 
their hunting grounds, and their right to compensation 
for such portions as have from time to time been sur¬ 
rendered by them. In addition to an annual payment in 
perpetuity, care has also been taken to set apart re¬ 
servations for the exclusive use of the Indians, of 
sufficient extent to meet their present and future re¬ 
quirements. j 

Quebec, formerly Lower Canada, on the other hand, has 
followed the French policy, which did not admit the 
claims of the Indians to the lands in the province, 
but they were held to be the property of the Crown by 
right of discovery and conquest. Surrenders have not, 
therefore, been taken from the Indians by the Crown of 
the lands occupied by them. 

The reserves occupied by the Indians within the pro¬ 
vince of Quebec are those granted by private individu¬ 
als, or lands granted to religious corporations in 
trust for certain bands. In addition, land to the 
extent of 250,000 acres was set apart and appropriated 
in different parts of Lower Canada under 14 and 15 Vic., 
chap. 106, for the benefit of different tribes. 11 ^ 


The following day an election of a chief and councillors was h eljd, which 


resulted in Louis McDougall, Jr., being chosen as chief and Michel Penatouche

and Andrew McDougall as councillors for the Ontario Bands. Subsequently, 

M Payments of annuities were made with great care, in 
order that only those Indians whose hunting grounds are 
in Ontario should have their names placed on the list. 

The commissioners are satisfied that in the performance 
of this duty they were successful." 10 » 

With regard to the Quebec Band living near Abitibi Lake, the Commissioners 


stated: 


M The Quebec Band elected as Chief Isha Mychenny and as 
Headmen John Kishapish and John George Cuitche. In the 
afternoon a meeting was held with the whole Quebec Band. 
Mr. Stewart addressed them explaining the situation 
fully. Me. Geo. Dreaver interpreting. Afterwards the 
Chief and headmen came to the Commissioners' tent and 
discussed the question of a reserve. They wish land

Lake. They hope that the Priest will be able to bring 
up a Teacher for the summer months. The Commissioners 
promised to advise to that effect," H 


However, those members of Abitibi Band who were living in Quebec were not 
considered treaty Indians and did not receive annuity payments in 1906. 


A provincial (Ontario) Order-in-Council, dated 13th February 1907, set aside 
19,200 acres of lands for the use of Abitibi (Ontario) Band as reserve No.70. 
During the summer of the same year, 124 Indians of this Band were paid 
$496.00 as annuity payments. ^ 


On the 22nd June 1908, the Abitibi Ontario Band and the Abitibi Dora; 

) 

signed an agreement in which the Abitibi Ontario Band 

"agree to admit the parties of the Second Part (Abitibi 
Dominion) and their descendants into their band, and 
allow them as members thereof to have, hold and possess 
forever an undivided interest in all land and other pri¬ 
vileges now possessed and enjoyed..." *3 

This agreement also stated that the Abitibi Dominion Band 

"having had communication of the Treaty made with the 
Abitibi Indians and signed on the 7th day of June 1906, 
known as Treaty No. 9, hereby in consideration of the 
provisions of the said Treaty being extended to them 
(it being understood and agreed that the said provisions 
shall not be retroactive) transfer, surrender and relin¬ 
quish to His Majesty the King, his heirs and successors, 
to and for the use of the Government of Canada, all 
their right, title and privileges whatsoever, which they] 
have or enjoy in the territory described j.n the said 
Treaty, and every part thereof, to have and to holdSto 
the use of His Majesty the King, and his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors forever." 14 

Finally both parties 

"agree to accept the several benefits accorded by the 
Treaty aforesaid, payment of annuity at the rate of 
$4.00 per capita (the said payment not to be retroactive)- 
and an interest in land as before mentioned, waiving all 
claims to the allotment of a Reserve in the Province of 
Quebec or any other part of the Dominion of Canada. And 
the said Parties of the Second Part solemnly engage to 
abide by, carry out and fulfil all the stipulations, 
obligations and conditions contained in the said Treaty 
No. 9 on the part of the Chiefs and Indians therein named 
to be observed and performed, and the said Parties of 
the Second agree in all things to conform to the articles

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of the said Treaty, as if they themselves had been 
originally contracting parties thereto and had at¬ 
tached their signatures to the said Treaty." 15 

The Order-in-Counci1 P.C. 1593, dated 22nd July 1908 confirmed this 

and gave the reasons for the amalgamation: 

"that locality are all practically one band and were ' 
unaware that the provincial boundaries could in any 
way affect their status. It was therefore difficult 
for them to understand, when the Treaty was being 
negotiated, the apparent discrimination against those 
of them whose hunting grounds happened to be in the 
Province of Quebec, the latter Indians naturally feel¬ 
ing that they were being unfairly dealt with in not 
being allowed to share in the benefits which, under 
the terms of the Treaty, were being accorded the Ont¬ 
ario members of the community. 

That in order to bring about a better feeling on the 
part of the Quebec Indians, it was desirable to take 
some special action, and the Commissioners, on their 
return to Ottawa, recommended for submission to the 
Abitibi Indians the terms of settlement." 16

From 1918 to 1942, documentation on these two bands is very sparse. However, 
it seems that neither band ever resided on the Abitibi Ontario reserve. Hugh. 
R. Conn reporting on Indian Reserve No. 70 stated:

"The above reserve . .. was set aside as a reserve for 
the Abitibi Indian Band in 1908 but has up to date 
never been used except by two Indians - John and Alex 
Black - who trap there during the winter months. H. 

Lariviere ... proposes to set this band up on a new 
reserve north of Amos on the Harricanaw River." 16 


Referring to the above request, Jude Thibault, Inspector of Indian Agencies, 

reported on 6 February 1942: 

"The two Bands are not occupying the said Reserve, but 
have, so far, been living together during the summer 
months, on the Hudson’s Bay Co.'s site ... When Fall 
arrives, the Ontario Abitibi Indians go to Low Bush, 

Ontario, while the Dominion Abitibi Band spend the win¬ 
ter months in the vicinity of La Sarre and Amos ...

The latest report on the Abitibi Dominion Band, by W.C. Bethume iij 196'Q,.?

"Today two separate Bands (Ontario Abitibi and Dominion 
Abitibi) lists are maintained and the groups are treated 
as two separate Bands regardless of the intent of this 
agreement. Insofar, as Band ownership is concerned it 
would seem to me that both Bands had an undivided inter 
• therein although I am not sure as to what the situa 
ion is on the ground." 20 1 

In conclusion, r it might be said that only one band residing in the Province 
of Quebec has ever signed a land cession treaty - that covering lands in the 
Province of Ontario. They did however surrender their interest, right, title 
and "Privileges whatsoever in the territory described in the Treaty and in the 
Province of Quebec or elsewhere in the Dominion." (The territorial boundaries 
of Treaty 9 did not extend beyond the eastern boundaries of the Province of 
Ontario.)

It would appear that because the per capita payment in the 
past approximated the eighty/twenty percent split, it is 
assumed that this is indeed the case. However, as indicated 
above, we can find no authorization for the division of 
funds to be made except on the basis of a per capita payment 
in accordance with the Memorandum to the Deputy /Minister of 
September 17, 1951. '

Further to our conversation yesterday on the above noted 
topic, I found that the matter has been the subject of 
correspondence with the Minister (see attached copies of 
Chief Louttit's letter of March 2 and the Minister’s 
response dated April 23) and that the matter is being 
handled through the Quebec Region. 

Although the Abitibi Dominion Reserve is in Ontario, the 
band comes under the Quebec Region for the administration of 
timber rights. The timber issue is apparently related to 
the problem of resource revenue sharing with the Abitiwinni 
Band in Quebec and I understand that the designated officer 
in the Quebec Region, Jacques Rivet, is looking into that as 
well. It seems that there may be some sort of agreement on 
revenue sharing between the bands dating back to 1908. 

I spoke to Frank Vieni yesterday afternoon and he has 
undertaken to have a full briefing on the issues prepared 
for you.
